The dead body of Fred GerlotT was 
taken from the Pecatonica river Mon

body was found in ten feet of water at 
a point about three miles down the 
river, near where Yellow Creek flows 
into the Pecatonica 
Gerioit 
had on 
t wo shirts and hi- shoes and.stocking.-. 
The supposition is 
t hat he removed 
his coat and trowsers with the inten­ 
tion of wading across the river, under 
the impression that the river Jwas 
shallow at that point, but instead of 
being shallow the river is about fifteen 
feet deep there. 
The body was taken to the Temple 
morgue where Coroner Peck held an 
inquest last evening. 
Frank Miller 
and Joe O'Neal, the two young men 
who accompanied Gerloff down the 
river in a boat, gave their testimony 
which was to t lie effect t hat t hey went 
down the river to the camp of some 
friends and started for home shortly 
before 0 o’clock. 
When they reached 
the river Gerloff thought their boat 
was farther up stream and he went to 
look for it. 
Miller and O’Neal found 
the boat and rowed to where they 
supposed Gerloff to be, and as they 
approached they heard the splash in 
the water and a gurgling noise. 
At 
first they supposed Gerloff had gone 
in swimming as he 
spoke about 
going 
in earlier 
in the day and 
said he 
could 
swim. 
But 
when 
he did 
not respond 
to their call 
they feared lie had drowned. 
They 
notified the men at the camp and 
also at tlie Yellow Creek brewery, but 
these people thought the boys were 
“ joshing” them, and the boys them­ 
selves 
were half inclined to believe 
that Gerloff was playing a trick on 
them, 
as he 
was 
always up to some 
trick. 
When they got no word from 
' him Monday morning they notified 
the sheriff and coroner. 
They do riot 
think that GerlotT contemplated sui­ 
cide. 
They say he was happy all day 
long and talked of taking his children 
to Dixon on the Fourth of July 
are of the opinion that Gerloff thought 
the water was shallow at that point 
and that lie tried to wade across. 
The fact that he was found with his 
trousers and coat off bears out this 
impression.
